DECISION UPON A LIFE POLICY. 

In the Kentucky court of appeals a case 
has just been settled upon a life policy. 
The premiums were to be paid in ten equal 
installments, one-half of each premium in 
cash and the other half in notes, 
which the interest was to be paid annually 
in advance. The policy was non-forfeitable, 
and upon failure to pay an annual premium 
it was to be commuted to assurer, pro- 
portioned to the original amount of insu- 
rance, as the premiums paid were propor- 
tioned to the sum of all the premiums 
The insured failed to 
pay the fourth premium, and failed to pay 
the interest due on the notes held against 
him. Subsequently tbe policy was com- 
muted and the interest in default accepted. 
After this the insured again failed to pay 
the interest and then died. 

The court held that the policy was in 
effect a paid-up policy; that 
payment of the accruing interest on the 
notes in the hands of the company was 
cot equivalent to a non-payment of an an- 
nual premium, aud that such non-payment 
did not involve the forfeiture of the policy.
